To Finish Action 
On $564 Million 
Federal Pay Boost 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate completes action today 
on a 4564-million federal pay 
raise bill after voting to retain 
in it a $7,500 - yearly increase 
for each m em ber of Congress. 
The senators beat down three 
efforts Wednesday to strike out 
the increases for senators and 
representatives. 
Senate passage will send the 
legislation back to the House for 
consideration of several changes 
the Senate made in the original 
bill. 
There is little likelihood, how­ 
ever, that the

will 
reach 
President 
Johnson 
for 
aigning before Congress recess­ 
es for the Republican National 
Convention, which begins July 13 
in San Francisco. 
The House is scheduled to be­ 
gin its convention recess at the 
end of this week.

Wednesday, the Senate: 
Defeated 60 to 25 an amend­ 
m ent of Sen. Winston L. Prouty, 
R-Vt., to knock out the 44.1 - 
million in raises for the IOO sen­ 
ators and 435 House members. 
Turned back 64 to 21 a pro­ 
posal of Sen. Jack Miller, R - 
Iowa, to delete 420.8 million in 
pay increases for m em bers of 
Congress and their staffs, fed­ 
eral executives and U.S. judges. 
Rejected 53 to 32 an amend­ 
m ent of Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., to eliminate the 49.6 - 
million of increases for senators 
and representatives and their 
staffs. 
Proxmire conceded 
he was 
“ having trouble with my wife 
tm this issue,” but said no sound 
argum ents had been advanced 
for raising congressional pay 
from 422.500 to 430,000 
“ How can we say we are cut­ 
ting government spending when 
we raise our own pay 33 1-3 per 
cent?” he asked and then add­ 
ed: “Only one family in the na­ 
tion out of 50 now receives 422.- 
500 or more.

Women employes had b e e n

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Ethics Remain In Question 


Eight months ago, when the Senate 
undertook an investigation of the business 
affairs of high-living majority secretary 
R obert G. Baker, there was reason to 
hope for a stringent law requiring sena­ 
tors and their aides to report outside fi­ 
nancial interests and earnings. 
That hope has faltered steadily during 
the tightly guarded Baker probe and ap­ 
peared to be dead this week as the Sen­ 
ate Rules Committee rejected a propos­ 
al with teeth in it only to support a 
half-way m easure that ignores income 
and capital gains reporting. 


ALTHOUGH a little progress might be 
called better than none, the Rules Com­ 
m ittee’s failure to go all the way with 
a full disclosure bill is a disappointingly 
tiny step toward raising the Senate’s eth­ 
ical standards. 
If enacted, the legislation would re­ 
quire only that Senate mem bers and em ­ 
ployes disclose annually to the secretary 
of the Senate all outside interests oper­ 
ated for profit. It would be applicable 
only to employes whose Senate salaries 
exceed $10,000 and whose outside holdings 
exceed $5,000 
It's chief draw backs are that it does 
not require any disclosure of the amount 
of these outside earnings and carries no 
enforcement features. 


DISAPPOINTING as it is. the resolu­ 
tion approved by the committee prob­ 
ably is the only one that stands a chance 
of adoption. While senators and congress­ 


men are willing to impose restrictions 
on the executive branch and, to some 
degree, on their own employes, they are 
notoriously touchy about applying them to 
themselves. 
This is unfortunate, because if the Sen­ 
ate ever needed to show the public it is 
willing to abide by high ethical standards 
it is now in the wake of the Baker case. 
The only way the Senate can place 
its ethics above question now is to pur­ 
sue diligently the conflicting evidence in 
the Baker case so that a full and truth­ 
ful public disclosure can be made. 


Curfew Time 


St. Clair Township has found it neces­ 
sary to enforce a curfew law for juveniles

You can be sure the township authorities 
have acted only as a last resort and 
in the best interests of all for they are 
as aw are as the next person that the in­ 
nocent suffer along with the guilty un­ 
der such an order. 
St. Clair Township is not the first com­ 
munity that has deemed it advisable t > 
take such drastic action in an effort to 
curb juvenile disregard of the law. 
It’s unfortunate that a curfew must be 
clamped on, but it's one of the most force­ 
ful ways to impress on youngsters that 
they must pay the price for thoughtless 
escapades that go beyond the bounds of 
just having a good time.

Long Way To The Moon 


That Lt. Col John H. Glenn’s prolonged 
attacks of dizziness following his fall in a 
bathroom last February could be related 
to his experiences as an astronaut is a 
very real possibility, according to Dr. Ber­ 
nard M. Wagner, chairm an of the pathol­ 
ogy department of the New York Medical 
College. 
The New York doctor further believes 
there could be some relationship between 
Col. Glenn's inner ear condition and that 
of his fellow astronaut, Cmdr. Alan B. 
Shepard Jr., and the Soviet cosmonaut. 
Maj. Gherman Titov. 
Dr. Wagner expressed his belief after 
briefing the American Institute of Aero­ 
nautics and Astronautics on the results of 
a week-long trip to the Soviet Union dur­ 
ing which he conferred with leading So­ 
viet space biologists and physicians and 
found them supporting his viewpoint. 
While 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space Administration doctors hold to the 
belief Glenn’s condition is in no way con­ 
nected with his space flight, Dr Wagner 
supports his theory with the studies and 
findings of the Soviet experts. 


THE NEW YORK doctor reported that 
Soviet scientists now are convinced that 
some sort of artificial gravity will be nec­ 
essary for astronauts 
taking 
prolonged 
space flights. They are thinking of equip­ 
ping their new Vostok spaceships with 
centrifuge on which the cosmonauts would 
spin periodically at a force one-third that 
of the earth's gravitational pull. 
This exercise is designed to keep the 
heart and blood circulation system s in 
shape for activity after returning to earth 
Both American and Soviet astronauts have 
suffered drops in blood pressure after re­ 
turning from long space flights 
He said 
the Soviets 
are 
preparing 
for 
another 
flight before the end of the year 
Dr. Wagner also revealed that the So­ 
viets have decided not to send any more 
women into space because they are not 
satisfied with the performance of Valen­ 
tine Tereshkova, the first woman in space

ing of the work week

COUGHLIN’S UNION, made 
up of the younger, more ener­ 
getic “ new” generation of wage 
earners, plans an imaginative 
organizing campaign a m o n g 
Wall Street’s 40,000 to 50,000 
men and women who are em­ 
ployed by the financial district s 
banks and brokerage houses. 
The kick-off will come shortly 
after Labor Day.

Japan, “dekasegi” has changed 
with the times. Farm ers now 
leave the farm to hire out as 
construction hands in the near­ 
est city, 
some

Tokyo to take advantage of the

And this has created fear in 
government circles that agricul­ 
ture will suffer. 
As it is now. Japan must im­ 
port 18 per cent of its foodstuffs

the land pursue “ dekasegi" too 
assiduously, crop output is sure 
to suffer, the officials believe

Weirton General Hospital 
Sets Expansion Program 


A $3,421,000 long range mas­ 
ter expansion program is being 
undertaken by the W e i r t o n 
General Hospital to enable the 
institution to provide additional 
service to the Tri-State Area. 
It was announced today by Ed 
A. Ross, president of the hospi­ 
tal's Board of Trustees. 
The decision to proceed with 
the program was made follow­ 
ing completion of a three - year 
study by the Board of Trustees, 
medical 
staff, 
administration 
and a consulting firm. 
Ross, said: “The study has 
shown Weirton General Hospi­ 
tal has an occupancy rate 12 
per cent higher than other com­ 
parable hospitals in the U. S. 
and that utiliziation of the di­ 
agnostic department h a s in­ 
creased. particularly in the area 
of out-patient service" 
The money for the master 
expansion program will be pro­ 
vided by the Weirton Hospital 
Co. on a matching basis with 
federal grants under the Hill- 


Burton Act, making a total of 
$1,710,500 to be provided by the 
hospital company and a l i k e 
amount by the fund. 
The expansion program will 
be conducted in phases, with the 
hospital company to finance its 
phase with long-term loans. 
Financing of the balance will 
be aided by public subscription. 
Ross said. 
The hospital already has re­ 
ceived a grant of $42,000 from 
the J. C. Williams Trust estab­ 
lished by J. C. Williams, a one­ 
time steel executive. It is be­ 
ing used for relocation of the 
roadway to the hospital.

said work is slated to begin in 
1965 on the first phase, which 
will cost $1,133,000. 
A new wing for radiology will 
be constructed at the rear of 
present first floor of the ped­ 
iatric wing. 
Plans currently are being pre­ 
pared for the second phase, to 
cost $1,288,000, and will include 
three additional floors to pro­ 
vide 126 additional beds. 
Concurrent with the second 
phase will be a project to air 
condition the existing facilities 
at a cost of $250,000.

Sandy Koufax just can’t shake 
Juan Marichal. 
Or is it the other way around? 
Koufax had hfc greatest sea­ 
son in 1963, winning 25 games. 
And so did Marichal. 
Now 
Koufax,

to ll. And so has Marichal. 
M arichal, the right-handed ace

Neither had an easy time of 
it. Marichal, 11-3 on the season 
with a 2.38 earned run average, 
was touched for eight hits. Kou­ 
fax, 11-4 with a 1.84 ERA, al­ 
lowed five, including a two-run 
homer by John Callison that 
provided the Phillies with an 
early lead. 
Koufax, 
however, 
had 
the 
m ore 
im pressive 
statistics, 
reaching still another plateau in 


strikeouts while continuing his 
winning streak against the Phil­ 
lies, who have been unable to 
beat the Dodger dandy since 
Sept. 27, 1961. 
\ 
Downing the Phillies for the 
eighth straight time, including 
last month’s no-hitter, Koufax 
struck out IO batters—the fifth 
time this season he has accom­ 
plished that feat and the 56th 
time in his career. No. IO this 
time was West Covington. 
No. IO also was No. 1,600 of 
Koufax’ career. 
Besides Koufax and Marichal, 
two other pitchers who will be 
on the National League All-Star 
team —Chicago’s Dick Ellsworth 


and Houston’s Dick Farrell— 
went after victory No. ll. Nei­ 
ther got it. 
Pete Rose’s homer in the 10th 
inning made Ellsworth a loser 
as Cincinnati edged the Cubs 
6-5. Farrell was tagged hard,
